i> Applicant's request for reconsideration, filed 2.2.2005, has been reviewed and entered 
but does not overcome the rejection. 



Response to Request for Reconsideration 

2> Applicant's arguments filed 2.2.2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant is arguing in substance that Yates does not dislcose a service broker 
device at the functional host layer for providing a broker function for achieving agreement 
between a plurality of providers. 

However, Yates does disclose that a service retailer domain, "acts as a middleman or 
broker for service providers or network providers" [column 16 lines 1-2]. Yates further 
discloses the broker functionality of the service retailer domain that allow it to negotiate an 
agreement of standards between the providers [column 16 «lines n-27»]. Additionally, Yates' 
figure illustrate that the service retailer domain is located in the network service cluster, 
facilitating access to the providers [Figure 1]. Therefore, the service retailer domain must lie 
in the functional host layer of Yates* cluster so it is able to provide the disclosed 
functionality. 

Examiner believes he has addressed all of Applicant's concerns regarding the Yates 
reference. Because Yates discloses the claimed limitations as they are written, Examiner 
believes the rejections made in the Final Rejection, dated 11. 18. 2004, are proper.
